A statement b y Gov ernor McCray 


on CAXXED, FOODS WEEK, was 
b roadcast fihun Hamilton’s W. L. K. 
Radio 
Station, 
Indianapolis, 
on 
March A. 1923. 
, Strange as it may seem, what did 
more prob ab ly than any other one 
thing to win the Great War, Canned 
Foods, was itself the result of War. 
Napoleon’s conclusion “ than ab Ar­ 
my trav els on its b elly” caused him 
to try to secure what had nev er b een 
used iu w arfare b efore that 
time, 
preserv ed foods, 
and 
tlie 
French 
gov ernment offered a prize to the one 
that would dev elop a method 
for 
preserv ing food. 
% 
Among others that tried to earn 
the prize, was one Appert, and he is 
he father of preserv ed foods, ul- 
though Durand, in England in the 
early part of the 19th Century, se­ 
cured the fir-t patent for tin cans 
as containers of preserv ed 
foods. 
Appert first used glass and therf 5 
rallon cans for the preserv ation of 
’oods for the French Nav y, and the 
ans of that day were so expensiv e 
that the tops or lids were unsold­ 
ered, the contents remov ed, and the 
eans returned to the packer to 1k» 
used again. 
Tiie early eans were made from 
b lock tin, and then from iron plates, 
-teel was then unknown. Then can 
was made b y soldering the iron parts 
J and then tin-plating the can after it 
j was formed. It was 
necessary 
to 
test eae*h iron plate to see whether 
! it was b rittle or flexib le, b ecause the 
b rittle plates could not b e used "ue- 
eessfully, and fiO to SO cans 
per 
day per man was considered a da v s 
work. Today R men 
with 
modem 
machinery will turn out 100,000 cans 


per day, an av erage of 12,500 cans 
|H*r day per man. 
Appcrt’s 
b asic 
idea in preserv ing foods, that is the 
application of heat at the necessary 
temjieratures, is still the b asic idea 
of the canning industry of this day. 
Although ' Appert sueeeeded in pre­ 
serv ing foods, he did not know why, 
and it awaited the researches of 
Pasteur, another Frenchman, to ex­ 
plain to the world why the method 
hit upon b y Appert, 
destroyed 
the 
b acteria and germs that would oth­ 
erwise hav e sj>oiled the food pre­ 
serv ed in cans. 
With the discov eries made b y P a s ­ 
teur. canning made rapid strides and 
fforts were renewed, and success­ 
fully, to preserv e certain kinds of 
food that eanners had not b een ab le 
to preserv e in c a n s b efore, and to­ 
day there i-> a multiplicity of canned 
foods that furni-hes to the entire 
world seasonab le foods, b oth in and 
out of season. 
It is not generally recognized wdiat 
an important- place Indiana holds in 
the canning industry.

100.000.000 cans of Beans Includ­
